| CANOGE. 

The Moſlem Hiſtorians relate, that this City was founded by 
Soor, who was contemporary with the famous Raffum. Ruſtum 
having expelled Feerofe Rai, who had received the Empire of Hin- 
dooſtan, by lineal deſcent, being t he fifth, in the direct male line, 
from Hind, the ſon of Ham; the vacant throne was occupied by 


Soorej, who came from Sind, and having founded Canoge, made it 


the place of his reſidence. They farther ſay, that in the time of 
Malden, who is the ſixteenth prince, in ſucceſſion from Soorej, the 
population of Canoge was ſo great, that there were 30,000 ſhops 
for the ſale of Pan or Betel, which, at the computation” of one for 
every go people, will give one million and a half inhabitants. The 
remains of the City cover an extent of ſeveral miles, but the greateſt 
part of the Buildings, are level with the ground ; it is with difficulty 


* 


that their foundations can be traced. * In other pl: ces, even this is 


altogether impoſſible, the ground having been ploughed up, and fown 
with grain, and this probably done yeatly, for a long period of time. 
Yet even here, the ſurface is entirely covered with fragmentsof bricks, 


and indeed may be ſaid to be principally compoſed of them; which 


exhibit evident traces of that ground having been formerly occupi- 


eld by buildings. 


At the lower part of the Town, near the bank of the River, on a 


 rifing ground, is'a ſqare building, with s Copola, and furrounde1 by 


a pretty high wall.
